THE TRIBUNE ws. APPLETON. 


‘* Tr a person who prys into the character of others with no 
design but to discover their faults, and to publish them to 
the world, deserves the title of a slanderer of reputations of 
men, why should not a critic, who reads with the same ma- 
levolent view, be properly styled the slanderer of the repu- 
tations of books ?’’—F1gLpING. 

Then what shall a critic be styled, who, with 
malevolent view, slanders the reputation of 
books with no other design than to slander the 
reputation of men? Itis with such a critic that we 
have to deal, and, after previous warnings, our 
readers will not be surprised to learn that the said 
critic is in the service of the N. Y. 77ibune. Time 
was when the 77iéune was the pride of American 
journalism : before Horace Greeley aspired to 
political honors. Time was when the 7vidune 
was ‘‘distinguished as a tribunal of letters :’’ 
before men of letters were called to mourn the 
death of George Ripley. We shall draw no gen- 
eral comparisons, but confine ourselves to a dis- 
tinct case in asserting that George Ripley would 
have laid down his pen forever, before he would 
have allowed literary criticism to be dragged 
down to the level of the 7yvibune notice of Mc- 
Master’s ** History of the People of the United 
States.” To trace the malevolent intent of the 


review we must first glance at the attending 
circumstances. 


Ir is a public secret that the issues of the 
house of D. Appleton & Co. are not reviewed 
by the N. Y. Zridune. From this fact it may be 
concluded either that the Appletons do not send 
press copies to the 7ridune, or that the 7ridune 
makes it a point not to review their books. 
Suddenly appears an elaborate review of an 
Appleton book, and the question is naturally 
asked, Why does the 7ribune review this book 
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and not others? Why not others if the pub- 
lishers send press copies of all, or why just 
this one if the 7ridune itself procured a copy 
for review? Any journal that has a “literary 
column,” cannot, conscientiously, ignore all the 
books of a great publishing house. We cannot 
think the 77iéune would be guilty of the folly of 
asserting that for years the Appletons have pub- 
lished no books worth reviewing, whether good 
or bad, except McMaster’s “ History.”” The 
spirit of the review inclines us to the idea that 
the 7ribume was quite ready to pay for its 
copy ; of this, however, the form of the review 
gives no indication, and the general reader gets 
the impression that the 77i4une is criticising a 
book sent for review. The choice of form is, 
however, of no consequence, but the choice of 
matter and its use plainly show that this review 
was written to compass an end. Let it be 
understood that the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY does 
not presume to pose as a critic on literary 
questions. The 77ibune may be right or wrong 
in its criticism of this book. It has certainly the 
right to criticise adversely, provided its opinion is 
honest. But it is not here a question of opinion. 


McMaster’s ‘‘ History” appeared in A/arch. 
The chief charges the 77i/une makes against the 
book are: 1. Imitation of Macaulay's style; 2. 
‘*Something more than imitation,” ‘‘ actual 
adaptation,” “a crime not easily distinguishable 
from theft ;’’ 3. ‘‘ Frequent offences against lit- 


erary propriety, not to say English grammar.’ 
This review appeared in the 77i/une of July 1. 
Those who have watched the expressions of the 
American press on this important work since 
last March will draw their own conclusions. 
The originality of the criticism of the 77iéune, 
particularly of the Macaulay discovery, is placed 
in its proper light by a passage below, from the 
Critic of June 30, referring to a controversy that 
had arisen between some of our leading literary 
journals. 


‘* Because the ation failed to see, until some 
months after its publication, that Mr. John Bach 
McMaster's ‘History of the People of the 
United States’ was written very much in the 
style of Macaulay s History of England, it would 
have the world believe that most, if not all of the 
reviewers, were as slow to make the discovery. 
On June 21, having just awakened to this simi- 
larity, the Vadion said : 


*“**Tt might be supposed that a resemblance so striking 
would have been generally pointed out at once in every 
= print. It was not so. The new “ History of the 

nited States’? was immediately noticed by all the daily 
papers and all the weekly and monthly magazines ; it was 
received with a unanimous chorus of praise. ‘The style, in 
particular, received especial attention ; but no one thought 
of the forgotten writer of forty years ago; all looked at 
once to an English historian of our own day. Every one 
said that Mr. McMaster had imitated Mr. Green (though 
the English history did not appear till the American was 
half written), and no one perceived that he resembled Ma- 
caulay.’ 
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‘It was the Wasion itself that harped upon the 
resemblance to Green. The Critic of April 21, 
reviewing McMaster and Doyle in the same 
article, said : 


*“** The American writer will inevitably bring to mind, even 
to the most careless reader [I ask the MNatzon’s pardon], 
the brilliancy, the vivacity, and the manner of the English 
historian, Macaulay. If one [Doyle], like Hildreth, loves 
to stir the dust of venerable and musty archives, and verify 
each historical event by the special contemporary record, the 
other {|McMaster], like Macaulay, has quite as much re- 
spect, if not more, for the contemporary newspaper,’ etc.”’ 


To this must be added that, according to a 
correspondent of the Wation, July 5, 


**the Charleston Mews and Courier of March 20, 
noticing the first appearance of this book, says 
that it cannot give a better idea of its scope than 
by quoting the opening paragraph, which it does 
in full, and thus comments: ‘ No reader of this 
passage will doubt where Mc Master has “‘ picked 
up his style.’’ The influence of Macaulay is 
manifest enough, and it is only fair to say that 
the echo is not unsuccessful.’ ”’ 


WHETHER the 77idune, of July 1, was ignorant 
of these discoveries ; whether it has any claim 
to originality ; or whether this review is ‘‘ more 
than imitation,’’ we shall not venture to decide, 
That a work of such importance, which appeared 
in March and which ‘‘ was immediately noticed 
by all the daily papers, and all the weekly and 
monthly magazines,’ should be reviewed for the 
readers of the 7rtéune as late as July 1, would 
seem to be, to say the least, poor journalism. 
It, is not only foor journalism ; it is also vicious 
journalism. There was method in the 77idune’s 
madness [this is ‘“‘ actual adaptation’’], for this 
delay on the part of a mewspaper was so extraordi- 
nary that it can be explained only by the existence 
of some design, viz., a lying-in-wait for an op- 
portunity. Every one had spoken ; the first en- 
thusiasm was followed by a dissecting analysis 
of the most minute shortcomings of the author. 
The 77idune, then, had its opportunity. And this 
is the summing up of its verdict—the climax 
that is placed at the end of its elaborate review, 
like the tableau at the end of our sensational 


dramas: 


** Had Mr. McMaster carried his Ms. to a pub- 
lishing-house of greater reputation for judgment 
and scholarship, his imitations and adaptations, 
whether voluntary or involuntary, would have 
been detected and his blunders corrected. It is 
safe to say that no other firm in the country as- 
suming to issue good literature would have shown 
equal ignorance, at least of a history so famous 
as Macaulay's. It would be pleasant to stop here, 
but we must express our surprise and disappoint- 
ment at the frequent offences against literary 
propriety, not to say English grammar, into 
which the author has allowed himself to be be- 
trayed by headlong haste. It is possible 
that he may share the shame of these slovenly 
errors in an ambitious history with his publisher, 
for a printing-house which is illiterate enough 
to pass such glaring blunders is surely illiterate 
enough to make them.” 
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This onslaught is so savage, the perversion of 
literary criticism so vindictive, that our only 
comment is a reference to our introductory. 
It cannot even be said, in mitigation, that the 
Tribune has allowed itself ‘‘to be betrayed by 
headlong haste.” 


Burt to show still more the “ malevolent view” 
of the 7ridune, we quote one of the few conces- 
sions that, in the face of public opinion, perhaps, 
it thought fit to make : 

‘* His method of treatment is different from 
that of his predecessors. Considering the re- 
organization as a purely popular achievement, 
he describes at full length the meetings, discus- 
sions, newspaper and pamphlet controversies, 
propositions both wild and rational, opposition 
both factious and sincere, which led at last to the 
convention and its remarkable work. It will 
-probably be thought that he underestimates the 
influence of individual statesmen in this labor of 
construction, and that the Constitution of the 
United States is hardly accounted for by what he 
tells us of its origin. But however opinions may 
differ on this point, there can be no question 
that he has presented an able and instructive 
sketch of the progress of public opinion and 
political enlightenment at a most critical epoch 
in the experiment of popular government.” 


We shall not discuss the author’s right to form 
his style after any model that suits his subject ; 
nor his right to use, without quoting, turns of 
phrase or similes in common use; nor his 
right to “ adapt”’ or state facts that require the 
use of similar language ; but we shall question 
the new canon of criticism laid down by the 
7ribune : That the author should take his literary 
instruction from the publisher; or that the pub- 
lisher be responsible for the literary style, the 
‘*imitations and adaptations,” the peculiarities 
of language, etc., of an author. In this case it 
chances to be an author “whose method of 
treatment is different from that of his predeces- 
sors ;” who “has presented an able and instruc- 
tive sketch of the progress of public opinion and 
political enlightenment at a most critical epoch in 
the experiment of popular government.” Inas- 
much as the Appletons have shown quite as much 
‘‘judgment and scholarship’’ in discovering 
the merits of the work as the 77iéune critic has 
displayed in discovering the demerits, it is not the 
‘‘reputation’’ of the publisher that suffers from 
the comparison. But when, even by the 77idune’s 
own showing, the work possesses so much merit 
as to have a ‘‘claim to our careful study and 
thanks,’ why should the publisher, who is 
censured for all the faults of the author, have no 
share of the “ thanks’’? 

As a wholesome antidote to the 7ribune of 
July 1, we give below the impressions of Char- 
les Dudley Warner, a critic who—even the 
Tribune will admit—has no mean “ reputation 
for judgment and scholarship.”’ 
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good to find a man who takes up the first book 
of a new author ‘‘ with no design but to dis- 
cover ’—its virtues ; and who, at the risk of hav- 
ing ‘‘ his blunders corrected,” has the courage 
to voice his enthusiasm in unstinted praise. And 
we may well forgive the “ ignorance ” that pass- 
ed the “ blunders,’’ discovered the young and 
unknown writer, and had sufficient confidence in 
its ‘‘ judgment and scholarship” to invest a large 
sum to enable him to place his volume, ‘‘at a 
bound, among the first histories in our language.” 





McMASTER'’S HISTORY OF THE PEOPLE 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Charles Dudley Warner, in the Hartford Courant. 


WITHOUT a note of warning or preparation, 
with no blowing of trumpets, without even ascrap 
of preface, suddenly appears one of the most im- 
portant, one of the most necessary, certainly one 
of the most fascinating and entertaining volumes 
that the literature of this country is enriched 
with. This is ‘‘ A History of the People of the 
United States, from the Revolution to the Civil 
War,”’ by John Bach McMaster. The first of the 
five projected volumes is a royal octavo of 622 
pages, with a good index. We have not yet pro- 
ceeded far enough in it to pronounce upon the 
author's theory and philosophy, and of course 
not far enough to risk any judgment upon the 
work as a whole, but quite far enough to speak 
positively about the excellence of its method, its 
opportuneness, and its unfailing charm as a book 
to read. 

The reader will soon perceive that this is 
Macaulay’s method of writing history, that is, 
the modern method ; and that we have here what 
is most important to be known in the develop- 
ment of a people, namely, the life of the people 
themselves. The reader will inevitably be re- 
minded of Macaulay’s great chapter in which he 
made a 7ésumé of the condition of England at the 
period he began his history, but he will make the 
comparison in a spirit of national pride that a 
writer has arisen capable of weaving our common 
life into as brilliant. and vivacious a narrative as 
that which entranced the world when Macaulay 
took up his pen. 

This new narrative judiciously mingles social 
with the political history. It deals, of course, 
with wars and conspiracies, with treaties, with 
Presidents and politicians, with ambitions and 
the rise of great parties; but the history of the 
people is the chief theme. ‘“ At every stage of 
the splendid progress which separates the Ameri- 
ca of Washington and Adams from the America 
in which we live,” says the author, ‘‘it shall be 
my purpose to describe the dress, the occupa- 
tions, the amusements, the literary canons of the 
times; to note the changes of manners and 
morals; to trace the growth of that humane 
spirit which abolished punishment for debt, 
which reformed the discipline of prisons and of 
jails, and which has, in our own time, destroyed 
slavery and lessened the misery of dumb brutes. 
Nor shall it be less my aim to recount the mani- 
fold improvements which, in a thousand ways, 
have multiplied the conveniences of life, and 
ministered to the happiness of our race ; to de- 
Scribe the rise and progress of that long series of 
mechanical inventions and discoveries which is 


now the admiration of the world, and our just 
pride and boast ; to tell how, under the benign 
influence of liberty and peace, there sprang up, 
in the course of a single century, a prosperity 
unparalleled in the annals of human affairs ; how, 
from a state of great poverty and feebleness, 
our country grew rapidly to one of opulence and 
power ; how her agriculture and her manufactures 
flourished together ; how, by a wise system of 
free education and a free press, knowledge was 
disseminated, and the arts and sciences ad- 
vanced ; how the ingenuity of her people be- 
came fruitful of wonders far more astonishing 
than any of which the alchemists had ever 
dreamed.”’ 

This splendid programme is no empty boast ; 
it is carried out with a verve, in brilliant group- 
ing of details patiently and laboriously gathered, 
an admirable sense of proportion, a power of 
generalization and a literary style concise, vigor- 
ous, picturesque, and eminently readable, which 
place this volume, at a bound, among the first 
histories in our language. We turn page after 
page in spell-bound attention. We see pass im 
review the social condition of our past Revolu- 
tionary period, and the distracted reviewer, who 
marks passage after passage, ends in despair of 
choosing anything, and wants to lay it all before 
his readers. This may seem extravagant, yet 
we are willing to rest our opinion on the popular 
verdict of a book that everybody who reads will 
soon be perusing. Never before has been made 
so graphic and interesting a picture of our social 
life, in all its homely details, a century ago.

AMERICAN EDUCATIONAL CATALOGUE

finding list, but for circulation among educational customers, for the purpose of soliciting orders 
and saving at the same time much troublesome correspondence, that its permanent continuance 
is recognized as a necessity. 
The catalogue this year follows the alphabetical system pronounced by the experience of the 
trade the most satisfactory for practical use. It includes a price-list arranged alphabetically by 
author’s or editor’s name, and a detailed subject-index, referring from each specific subject to 
authors of books on that subject, so that the advantages of both a finding list for the trade and 
a class catalogue for the use of schools are combined. 


No other list in the market gives this practical combination. And no other catalogue has ever been made approxi- 
mately so complete as this. Last year’s edition contained twice as many books as, or nearly 2500 more books, than 
either of the other lists that were offered to the trade. VoL 


The list has been entirely reset, to include the new books in their proper alphabetical order, : 
and also to embody all the corrections of prices, omissions, or other errors in last year’s cata- 
logue. 
Publishers’ prices are in all cases given—vefai/, if retail (in first column); ‘‘ me¢,” if ‘‘ net 
(in second column) ; where a “ mailing” percentage is specified by the publisher, the “ mailing 
price” is given in the retail column marked with an asterisk. A carefully drawn explanation 
1 in the heading, to private buyers, adapts the catalogue to the use of the retail trade. 


It should be understood that, of the regular retail-price publishers, only the retail price is given, and the net prices 
only of those publishers who make it a practice to mail net-price lists to schools—in fact, make their net prices their } 
regular school-supply prices. This point is emphasized in order to meet the objections raised to the quotation of net 
prices. 

It should be well considered that any attempt at withholding, from the educational public, what the publisher, through 
his agents, advertisements, lists, and circulars, takes special pains to make known, must be an unwise policy. It is not 
objectionable, but quite proper and legitimate, to charge the retail or mailing price for single copies of any book; but the 
Educational Catalogue is not generally given away to single-book customers. It is intended only for those who purchase ° 
for schools in quantities. Now any one putting himself on record by quoting fictitious prices, or prices other than those In | 
quoted by the publisher (which prices, it is now understood, are generally still subject to a trade discount), necessarily 
must drive his school trade into the hands of those who solicit their orders from a catalogue, the prices of which tally | ar 
with that of the publishers, § 


The following paragraph from a previous year’s Educational Catalogue further elucidates the reasons for our strict adhe- 
rence to publishers’ prices: ‘* Plainly, if it wished to sustain its official character, it was bound to respect the desire of boc 
those who have a right to stand by their prices, and who, should their established prices be disregarded, could by their §& 
public protest soon discredit the Educational Catalogue as well as those who handled it for circulation. At atime when h 
the public mind, from causes so often discussed and lamented in these columns, is fast losing faith in honest prices, so far ot 
as books are concerned, it is of the utmost importance that there be one official list which can be consulted with confidence 


by the public, as well as by the trade. wil 
In making up special orders for the Educational Catalogue, booksellers should bear 
in mind that it possesses not only temporary value, but will serve its purpose during the whole wh 
year. No imprint edition of less than 100 copies can be supplied. Orders for editions should 
be sent to us at once. thir
